WHEAL HARMONY AND MONTAGUE, 


srr,—I have seen in the Journal an interesting notice of the mines 
called Wheal Harmony and Montague. I was glad to see the atten- 
tion of the public drawn in that direction, for the district is unusually 
rich in metalliferous treasures, and will well repay any efforts of 
the enterprising.

In answer to “‘ A Shareholder,’’ whose letter is most uncharitable, I would say 
that the present appliances at Wheal Seton are sufficient to bring away the 
quantity of tin now raising. But at various meetings it was represented that 
double the stuff could be raised, and, if so, the recommendation Mr. Matthews 
made has, without doubt, resulted in the saving of a large sum of moncy; and 
if your correspondent will refer to Capt. Thomas’s report he will find the ap- 
pliances are only sufficient to meet the present quantity of stuff now drawing. 

With reference to West Wheal Seton, I would beg to say that the new steam- 
whim is erected, and had not been completed one hour before it was wanted, for 
it began to work immediately, has since been doing good work, and will effect 
a saving of full 1000/,.a year.

MINING IN NEVADA—MINING IN GENERAL, 


Si,—It was with great interest that I read Mr. Sewell’s able letter on this 
subject in the Supplement to the Journal of Jan. 21, aud being a practical miner 
for upwards of 20 years, I cannot otherwise than feel gratified at the manner in 
which he has expressed his views, and would take this opportunity of endorsing 
his sentiments. What we want in England is a school for practical men, such 
as all practical men in Russia are forced to go to before they are admitted as 





captains, or can get their certificates as such. To this there may seem an in- 





superable objection, In theevent of such school being established, most of thosa 
men are deficient of means to attend them, and how shall the difficulty be over- 
come? T[ would suggest that the school be aided by a Government grant, so as 
to enable the student to enter it on terms suitable to his condition. It may be 
again asked on what terms should students be admitted. They should iiave 
Spent some years as practical workmen in the various departments of mining, 
aud should possess some knowledge of geology, chemistry, mineralogy, me- 
chantes, dialling, mapping, &c., which are indispensable. 

{ am convinced that this would be the means of making a grand revolution in 
mining. Our young miners would begin to read, think, and study. Instead of 
wasting thetr time at the * idle corner,’’ faneying that no particular qualifica- 
tion is necessary for their taking a situation, they would elther be found in the 
house, or at some institution where they could be acquiring a fitness to enter 
on the list of candidates for admission in the college, and so not only would the 
agents be more intelligent, but the labourers would get in possession of more 
knowledge, as no doubt a great number would prepare for the preliminary exa- 
mination, but only the most successful candidates could be recetved. I do not 
say that a person should not receive his certificate as mining engineer that did 
not take his education at the School of Mines. Some of our greatest and best 
men were self-taught, and If a man proves his eligibility by a strict examination 
(both verbal and written) he should be treated equal to the man who has spent 
years in college. 

I am aware of but one institution in England that has yet been of any service 
to the practical man—that is, the Miners’ Assoctation of Cornwall and Devon. 
As I would not intrude on your valuable space, I will leave this until next week.

THE ROMAN GRAVELS MINE, 


The two special reports referred to in last week’s Journal have since 
been issued to the shareholders, That of Gipt. Williams (manager 
of Van) states that his third visit confirms his previoushigh opinion 
of the mine. No practical miner of ordinary intelligence can approach 
the Shropshire mine (says Capt. Williams) without being favourably 
impressed with the general outline of the country, or believing that he 
is entering a great mining district. The Romans were evidently thus 
impressed, for they have been digging for mineral treasures along the entire 
surface of the Roman Gravels sett, evidences of which exist to the present day 
in the open cuttings upon the ** Roman’’ and other lodes of the mine, as well aa 
by the workings excavated by those early miners throughout the uppermost sec- 
tion of the main lode—that is, from the outcrop of the Roman vein down to the 
line of the brook, which ts about 30 fms. What the profits made by these en- 
terprising people were there Is no record to show. ‘Tradition says they wera 
considerable, and looking at the great returns made by the company who fol- 
lowed the track of the ancients, by resuming operations in the early part of the 
present century, as well as to the results met with by the late company in ex- 
ploring up to the date of the present company entering lato the property, the 
extent of whose explorations were shown in the plan and section (sent with bis 
report of Oct. 17), he is still of opinion that they have in Roman Gravels’a 
mine that will, at no distant period, be second to none in Shropshire, The en- 
gine-shaft, which is perpendicular, is sunk 1044 fms. below the 80, or 120% fms, 
from surface. The country rock at the present bottom is highly mineralised, 
full of branches and strings of carbonate of lime containing mundic and blende, 
and which at present are letting out considerable streams of water, apparently 
from the direction of the Saw-Pit vein, which will come into the shaft indepth. 
Large quantities of ore were raised from this lode towards the north band of 
shale at and above the upper adit; and, inasmuch as no trials have been made 
to trace the dip of this run of ore ground below the ancient workings, it is rea- 
sonable to infer that when the Saw-Pit lode has been met with in sinking, or by 
cross-cuts out of the shaft, no small addition to profits will result therefrom. 

The 80 fathom level, driving north, will soon intersect the Roman vein; the 
end shows strong indications of their proximity to it, It is intended to explore 
north to she ore ground, which is a continuation of that worked from surface to 
the 65 fm. level, and the main run of lead during the Roman occupation. The 
80 fm. level, south of the shaft cross-cut, is driven 6 fms. 1 ft. on the course of 
the strong lode, composed of carbonate of lime, spots of lead, and stones of blende 
throughout. The lode along the bottom of the 65 fm. level, a few fathoms ahead 
of the said 80 end, is worth 24% tons per fathom, and seeing how the bunches in- 
crease In width and productiveness as they come down, there Is every reason to 
believe that the level under consideration will soon be laying open a rich de- 
posit of lead ore. The 65 fm. level, south of the shaft cross-cut, ig driven on a 
branch south-east from Roman vein. Capt. Williams proceeds to minutely de- 
scribe the other different points of operation, and states that the run of ore from 
which the late company made three-fourths of their returns is about 44 fathoms 
long, and, with the exception of arches left in the bottom of the 35, has been 
worked from the 50 fm, level nearly to surface. The said returns were about 
80 tons per month, although they broke as much as 100 and 130 tons per month, 
a great quantity of which Is still reserved on the stulls in the mine—there never 
being more than about six stopes at work at a time. This course of ore dips 
south at the same rate as the shale—4\% ft. per fathom—and north in the diree- 
tion of the engine-shaft, at about 18 inches in a fathom; thus it lengthens con- 
siderably as it goes down, 

Looking at the great improvement in the 65 (as far as opened upon) as com- 
pared with the 50, and the ruus of ore ground merely skimmed over in the latter 
level, the rich lode in Corfield’s winze, and the fact that the long run of ore in 
connection with Stokes’ winze, dips north towards Corfield’s as well as south, 
it is not unreasonable to conclude that all these runs will unite in depth, and 
form one continuous course of ore for upwards of 150 fms. in length, similar to 
what occurred at Snailbeach Mine, Capt. Williams concludes by stating that 
the yleld from the different drivings, sinkings, and stopes, with what had before 
been broken and reserved on the stulls, will be sufficient to return 100 tons 
monthly for the next six months, without increasing the mouthly cost. In the 
meantime, the different points mentioned in this report will have been commu- 
nicated, and the ground opcued, when they will be in a position to return 150 tons 
per month; and if their explorations turn out as they Indicate at present, the 
day is not very far distant when the Roman Gravels Mine will send to market 
200 tons of lead ore per month, 

Capt. Arthur Waters states that the lead mines of Shropshire have gained for 
themselves such a world-wide fame, derived from traditional accounts of their 
early history, by the wonderful discoveries made in them in later times, as well 
as from the fact that at the present day mighty caverns are being scooped out 
in them, revealing extensive veins of shining ore, so deep down that generations 
of miners have come and gone ere that depth was reached, that it would be a 
waste of words to speak of the geology and mineralogy of the district to show 
that the conditions necessary to success are present. ‘The Roman Gravels—the 
oldest mine in the list, and equally famous with its neighbours—comes up to the 
above idcal in every respect. The open cuttings, made by the enterprising Ro- 
maus on the principal lodes, and the extensive workings still to be seen lower 
down on the Roman and Saw-Pit veins, give evidence of the prolific character 
of the mine in those days, 

From personal observation on the spot, and communications made to him by 
the late Mr. Lawrence, he finds that numerous, and for the times extensive, 
smelting works were in use, scattered along the valley, but ail at work smelting 
the ore from the Gravels Mine. Very recently remains of a smelting hearth, 
with bits of Roman pottery, and stones of half-smelted lead, have been found at 
the foot of Clun Forest, which is visible from the mines some seven to eight 
miles distant. (In our day we go to the coal fields to get fuel for our furnaces.) 
The late company started to clear up and drain the works about 14 years ago. 
To bring the mines into fair working order, involving the erection of powerful 
machinery for pumping, winding, and crushing, sinking the engine-shaft, 
driving levels, and sinking winzes to lay open new ground for stoping, cost the 
late proprietary the whole of their registered capital, said to be 10,0001.

LONDON AND COUNTY BANK, 


The half-yearly meeting of proprietors was held at the City Termi- 

nus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, ’ ; 
Mr, CHAMPION JONES in the chair. 

Mr. CLAPPISON (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing. The report of the directors and balance-sheet (which appears 
in another column) was taken as read, : : ; 

The CHAIRMAN said that, notwithstanding his rapidly-advancing 
years, and the consequent abatement of that energy and effort with 
which heshould have been glad to have addressed the proprietors upon 
the present occasion, his friends upon the direction had desired him 
to guide and accompany the proprietors through their usual business 
of an ordinary meeting. The entire sum on their balances, without 
acceptances, was 13,396,000/., which was a testimony of the continued 
flow of public confidence in the establishment, That amount would 
have been further augmented but for one circumstance—he did not 
now refer to those events upon the Continent which had to some de- 
gree harassed the commerce of the country, but to the fact that their 
agricultural friends at this seed-time of the year necessarily consider- 
ably drew down their balances at the bank. This operated more upon 
this bank than upon others, for he believed the London and County 
Bank had upon its books more farmers’ accounts than any other simi- 
lar establishment in the world. (Hear, hear.) While this was so, 
pro tanto, so long as they had farmers’ accounts, and farm stock on 
which they made advances, that portion of their business—that great 
department of their business—was rendered safe, as it had also been 
most highly valuable. (Hear, hear.) The number of the branches 
remained unaltered—146, but the number of accounts had been in- 
creased by 1706, the present number being 55,602. The number of 
shareholders was 2280, the increase during the year having been 97. 
Proprietors would learn with satisfaction that the arbitrators to whom 
was referred the question with the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway had given their final award upon the claim of the bank, 
They had awarded the bank the sum of 73,716/. for principal and 
interest. This debt, however, was paid entirely in the stock of the 
company. The dividend proposed to-day was } per cent. beyond 
the amount the directors had been able to offer at the four pre- 
vious meetings, amounting with the payment in June to 17} per cent. 
for the year 1870. (Hear, hear.) That, he thought, could but be regarded as 
satisfactory, when it was remembered that iu 1869 the average rate of iuterest 
had been 3/. 4s. per cent., against 31. 2s. per cent. in 1870, and having not un- 
frequently discounted first-class paper at a lower rate than 2'¢ per cent., as had 
been inevitably done by other banks. He then proceeded to refer to the different 
items in the balance-sheet, stating that the capital of 1,000,000/, and the reserve 
fund of 509,0002. called for no observation. The customers’ balance he had re- 
ferred to, but he might mention that the acceptances at the end of 1870 showed 
an augmentation of over 1,041,000/.—the augmentation in this item was excep- 
tionally large, from the fact that the low interest rate made it profitable to 
remit bullion instead of mercantile bills in payment of drafts by shipment. 
Referring to the other side of the accounts, he stated that the cash in hand 
was 1,995,0007., and cash placed at call 1,672,0007.—one of those items showed 
a decrease of 256,0001., and the other 173,000. ‘he investments at 1,399,0001., 
showed an increase of 29,2541., and other stocks at 83,0001. an increase of 
22,4691. Discounted bills, &c., at 9,600,000. was an increase of 205,0001., 80 
that while there was a decrease in two items there was an increase upon balance 
amounting to 83,0001. The freehold premises now stood at 247,649/. During the 
last three years they had built eleven new banks, chiefly in the provinces, and 
in almost every instance the premises were freehold. The item forsalaries and 
all other expenses, amounting to 103,882l., was divided into salaries for 118 
officers, directors’ and auditors’ fees, rent, income tax, taxes, &c. All he (the 
Chairman) in conclusion would say was that they were, he hoped, now permitted 
to look forward to a more remunerative rate of interest than exists at the pre- 
sent time, as there seemed reason to hope the events upon the Continent were 
progressing towards a close. (Hear, hear.) As a marked effect of ths war upon 
the value of securities, he pointed out that in 1869 the fluctuations in Consols, 
the first securities in the country, from the highest to the lowest point, were 
only 2 per cent., whereas in 1870—the year of war—the fluctuations had been 
5% per cent. But they now hoped for a better state of things in future—they 
had better expectations now of trade returning and securities regaining their 
former value. He found that during the last three months of 1870 the figures 
at the clearing-house showed an excess at the rate of 10,500,0001. per month as 
compared with the corresponding three months of 1869, which was a most en- 
encouraging feature, as tending to induce the hope of greater profits being 
realised from banking operations. (Hear, hear.) He then moved that the re- 
port and balance-sheet be received and adopted. 

Mr. P. BLYTH seconded the proposition, which was put and carried without 
discussion, and a dividend for the half-year was declared of 6 per cent., with a 
bonus of 3 per cent., both free of income tax, making, with the dividend and 
bonus declared in June, 1744 per cent. for the year. 

Messrs. W. Nicol, T. T. Bernard,jand N. Alexander were unanimously re- 
elected directors. The auditors were also unanimously re-elected. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was passed to the directors, 

The CUAIRMAN proposed that tae thanks of the meeting be presented to the 
general manager, all the other managers, and offices of the bank, for the zeal 
and ability with which they discharge their respective duties, 

The proposition was put, and carried with applause, 

Mr. M‘KEWAN (the general manager), who was very warmly received, ac- 
knowledged the vote, He stated that most of them had besides that pecuniary 
interest attached to their position, a further interest in the prosperity of the 
hank as shareholders. (Hear, hear.) It was now more than 31 years that he 
he had had the honour of serving the bank, and with a few years more or less 
most of the officers could say the same thing. (Hear, hear.) Therefore, they 
came before the proprietors with a considerable amount of confidence that their 
long services had induced in them the greatest interest in the welfare of that 
large establishment (hear, hear) ; and with a termination of the war, they had 
a right to look for increased business and increased profits. (Hear, hear.) 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 











SOUTH AURORA SILVER MINING COMPANY, 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Thursday, 

Mr. E, F, SATTERTHAITE in the chair. 

Mr, CHARLES CADOGAN (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the statement of the proposition of the vendors with 
regard to the payment of the purchase-money—*‘ The vendors having proposed 
that the Memorandum of Agreement of Oct. 1, 1870, set forth in the appendix to 
the Articles of Association, shali be altered by providing that the completicn 
of the purchase shall be postponed until March 1, 1871, and by further providing 
that in lieu of the purchase-money of 3(00,000/. being paid, as to 200,000/. in cash, 
aud as to 100,001. by the issue to the vendors, or their nominees, of 20,000 fully 
paid-up shares in the company, such purchase-money shall be paid in manner 
following—that is to say, as tosuch an amount as there shall be cash in the 
hands of the trustees appointed by the said agreement, sufficient to satisfy on 
the day of the date of the agreement to be executed in pursuance of this reso- 
lution, by payment of that amountin cash, As tosuch further amount as there 
shall be cash in the hands of the said trustees on March 1, 1871, by payment of 
that amount alsoin cash. And as to the residue, by the issue to the vendors 
or their nominees of all the shares not allotted to other persons on the day of 
the date of the agreement, to be executed in pursuance of this resolution; and 
aiso by the issue to the vendors, or their mominees, on the same March 1, 1871, 
of all auch shares (if any) as shall have been forfeited or surrendered on or 
before that day.’”’ 

The CHAIRMAN observed that the meeting was called for the purpose of con- 
firming a resolution passed on the day of the last general meeting of the com- 
pany, and, as the matter had been very fully considered at the time, he presumed 
there would be little left for discussion at present. Since the date of the genera! 
meeting they had received a satisfactory report from their manager, Mr, Ben- 
jamin, in which he said— 

Hami'ton, White Pine County, Nevada, Jan. 4.—The Mill : The working days 
have been—in September, 14; October, 2444; November, 284 ; December, 31 ; 
making in all 98 days’ rua, in which time we have milled and treated 4443 
550-2000ths tons of ore taken from the South Aurora Mine, producing silver bul- 
llou valued at $159,822°00, less costs and expenses for milling, mining, treating 
Ores, $56,703°15, leaves a net profit of $193,058'S5 to the eredit of the South 
Arora Silver Mining Company (Limited) for distribution amongst the stock- 
ho-ders. The bullion has been shipped thyough Messrs. J. and A, Seligman and 


Co., bankers, New York, to Messrs. Seligman Brothers, bankers, London, for ac- 
count of thecompany. My drafts for costs and expenses have been drawn on 
Messrs. J. Seligman and Co., San Francisco., and paid by them. During the 
stoppage time, 25 days, with exception of four days for cleaning and repairing 
boilers, we were occupied in removing old and building new and substantial 
engine-bed, bracing batterles, re constructing dry kiln, and other necessary re- 
pairs, the expenses for which were borne by the oldcompany. The mill is now 

capable of crushing from 48 to 50 tons of ore daily, and is in better condition

He (the Chairman) continued that the resolution to be submitted for their eon- 
firmation was—* That the proposal of the vendors be accepted, and that the dl- 
rectors be empowered to prepare and Cause the seal of the company to be afflxed 
to an agreement varying the Memorandum of Agreement of Oct. 1, 1870, in man- 
ner aforesaid, and to do all things necessary to give effect to such agreement 
when prepared and executed.’’——Mr. MESSEL seconded the resolution, which 
was put to the meeting, and carried unanimously, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the only other business of the meeting was to con- 
sider the other resolution of the last meeting—‘ That the regulations of the 
company, contained in the Articles of Association, shall be altered by the addi- 
tion thereto of the following regulation :—That the directors for the time being 
of the company shall be and are hereby prohibited from applying the funds of 
the company to or in the purchase of shares In the company.” 

The resolution was seconded, and carried unanimously. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired when it would be convenient for the assignment 
of shares from the vendors to take place, or in other words, when would the 
amount payable upon the allotment of them become due; and further, from what 
date would they be entitled to dividends ? —The CHAIRMAN thought that was 
a question the board could not enter into, as it was a matter for arrangement 
between the subscribers for the shares and Mr. Stanford. 

Mr. STANFORD said that they would to-morrow send out the letters of allot- 
ment, and the shares would carry dividends from Feb. 1. The amount would 
be payable upon them on Feb, 10.—The CHAIRMAN Was pleased to be able to 
announce that, in order to prevent any inconvenience from the placing of ad- 
ditional shares upon the market, the vendors had arranged that the shares should 
be held for at least six months to come, 

The usual complimentary vote to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 


PACIFIC MINING COMPANY, 


The adjourned general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Monday, 

Mr. HUGGINS in the chair. 

Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (secretary) having read the notice convening 
the meeting, it was agreed to take the report of the committee as read. 
The CHAIRMAN said it became his duty to offer a fewremarks upon 
that report. The committee had stated “that they have carefully 
examined, so far as they could obtain information, every circum- 
stance in connection with the company.” All he could say, in reply 
to that statement, was that no information that was in the power of 
directors to furnish was kept back—on the contrary, instructions 
were given that every information, document, and paper should be 
at the disposal of the committee. He confessed his surprise at the 
statement of the committee that “ the investigation had been carried 
on under considerable disadvantage, owing to the distance from Lon- 
don at which the mines are situate,” because if the committee had 
felt that to be a difficulty, surely that difficulty could not have been 
the less to the directors who had had to conduct the whole of the com- 
pany’s operations. Having referred to the purchase of the mines, he 
stated that the item said to have been a drawback allowed by the 
vendor was merely a matter of account. The committee in their re- 
port first informed him of the fact that Mr, Findley, who gave such 
a glowing account of its value at the meeting in February, was the 
vendor. He then proceeded to refer to the correspondence which 
took place between the directors and Capt. Scadden, showing that 
not only no time had been lost, but that every effort was made on 
their part to place the mine in an effective working condition, and 
stated a letter was received on April 20 from Capt. Scadden to the 
effect that “ he had not made any move in reference to the machinery, 
and would not till the ‘fall,’ when he should be better prepared to 
decide whether the outlay would be Justified.’”’ In the meantime their colleague, 
Mr. Allington, went out, from whom they received on July 3: information to 
the effect that the stamps had been stopped, owing to the almost entire absence 
of gold in the quartz, and to the danger of straining the machinery and causing 
an accident, and that Mr. Allington had given orders to stop the mine. The 
fact was that at that time the actual expenses were $10,000 per month, or about 
20001. Theerection of the necessary pumping machinery was estimated at 75001., 
which Mr, Allington was of opinion would be increased to 10,0001, before the 
machinery was got to work. The directors, having regard to the capital at their 
disposal, hesitated to incur that serious expense, the more especially as at that 
time they were led to expect that Lander Hill Mine was likely to prove of great 
benefit. After great deliberation they determined to suspend the workings at 
Union Hill, knowing that operations could be resumed at any time, provided 
they had the necessary machinery, and to devote their means to the develop- 
ment of Lander Hill, The directors could only appeal to the shareholders how 
much they deserved censure for such proceedings. He wished to take this op- 
portunity of distinctly stating that with the prospectus of the Pacific Mining 
Company the directors had nothing whatever to do. They were told in the re- 
port of Capt. Barratt that the mines were in full operation, and the directors 
had no means of confirming or otherwise the statement, but they insisted that 
the whole amount of capital should be paidin full. When the directors accepted 
office they were given to understand that Capt. Barratt was to take charge of 
the Lander Hill Mine, and were much disappointed when they were told that 
he had accepted an engagement with the Eclipse Company. The directors had 
to seck for another manager, and the course they adopted was to advertise. The 
most satisfactory application recelved was from Capt. Brown, who presented 
several testimonials of a high character, having been for four years actively 
employed in Wheal Buller, and previously in the silver mines of South America, 
Although Capt. Brown was not a highly educated man, still the directors in all 
thelr communications with him have been fully satisfied with his straightfor- 
ward conduct. The committee state in their report that “ Mr. Batters stated 
to them that he purchased these mines chiefly on account of the reports made 
to him of them.’’ Now, in the pamphlet referred to by the committee he found 
Mr. Batters had said that he ‘can endorse the reports printed as being, in my 
opinion, truthful and correct ;” and in a letter addressed to the shareholders 
Mr. Batters writes that he ‘* had taken great pains to ascertain the value of the 
mines by personal inspection in conjunction with Capt. Barratt and Mr. Salmon.” 
He (the Chairman) had no hesitation in saying that he belleved the statement 
that Mr. Batters had Inspected those mines, and he took his shares, as did every 
one of the directors, and paid for them as any orher shareholder ; and the only 
reparation which Mr. Batters could make under the circumstances would be to 
pay back to the shareholders the 22,00)1. It was to him (the Chairman) a source 
of very great regret that he should be placed in such a position—he took his 
shares upon the representations made in that pamphlet, and he had no hesita- 
tion in saying that he himself felt that Mr. Batters would not have condescended 
to put his name toa certificate unless he had investigated the mines as he stated. 

Mr. SLOUs said he was a director wheu the concern was first established, and 
had he been a director at the present time he should have said very much of 
what bad fallen from the Chairman; and he might have added that the com- 
pany was not brought before the public by the directors, for they had merely 
acted as trustees, TheChairman had omitted to mention that when Capt. Brown 
was appointed his salary was placed at a very small amount, increased remu- 
neration depending upon the success of the mine. He (Mr. Slous) had left the 
board in eons-quence of the unwearying anxiety It occasioned ; feeling the ut 
most Coufiuence in his brother directors, he had purchased a large number of 
shares in addition to the 100 which he originally held. He knew full well that 
besides every board-day there were three or four meetings at each other's offices, 
and, therefore, is was ungenerous for the directors to be attacked, because 
they had taken one-half of the fees to which they were entitled, whereas if 
bankers’ clerks had been employed the company would have had to pay a larger 
sum, (Hear, hear.) 

_ Mr. G, BarTers, as to the statement that he had uot personally 
inspected these mines, begged most unhesitatingly to contrauict that 
assertion, He did carefully inspect these mines—he went under- 
ground more than once at Lander Hill, and two or three times at 
Union Hill, and he endorsed the report of Capt. Barratt as a matter of 
opinion—that he believed the reports to be true was shown by his being 





the largest subscriber for shares, and the largest holder at the present time. 





Nobody knew better than the Chairman that he (Mr. Batters) did not make 


22,0001, The amount was not more than 18,000/., divided among three. The 
net amount he had realised was 50001, and he had subscribed 16,0001. towards 
the capital. When the committee of investigation was proposed he was the first 
to hold up his hand in its favour, bezause he knew there was nothing, as far as 
he was concerned, that would not bear the full light of day. Knowing that 
Capt. Barratt had on previous occasions inspected and condemned mines in the 
same district, he (Mr. Batters) had just reason to believe what Capt. Barratt 
had said. Hecould not be accountable for the management of the company, 
He had projected more successful mines than ordinarily fell to the lot of one 
man. He would be anxious to see all recriminations pass away, and pacific 
counsels prevail, and see how they could save theship fromsinking. Ife wanted 
to see the best done under the circumstances, for he felt very much more for the 
interests of his friends than that of his own. Therefore, he urged that pacifie 
counsels should prevail, and see what could be done to ameliorate and improve 
the condition of the company. 

Mr, KITCHING then moved that the report of the committee of in- 
vestigation be received and adopted. He was sorry to find that the 
statement in that report that “they had carefully examined, so far 
as they could obtain information, every circumstance connected with 
the company,” seemed to be regarded by the directors as indicating 
that they had not in every way facilitated the investigation. That 
was not the correct meaning of the words, for, on the contrary, it referred to 
Capt. F. Evans, who at the last meeting, after having promised to pay his ex- 
penses to London, and having brought a whole budget of correspondence with 
him, refused the committee to see one letter, and also to give any information 
whatever, As to Union Hill, the committee still thought the shareholders should 
have been consulted before its stoppage was decided upon. Although the com- 
mittee could not go to California, they had several gentlemen who had visited 
the district, who had given much information, The committee had not said 
that Mr. Batters never inspected the properties—what they said was ** had Mr, 
Batters more carefully examined the mines and the accounts relating to them, 
it is clear that he would find that the glowing accounts given of the property 
were not borne out by facts.’’ He (Mr. Kitching) believed in the bona sides of the 
vendor, Mr. Batters, and the committee were convinced that Mr. Batters believed 
all his hopes would be realised. The committee did not recommend the re-open. 
ing of Union Hill at present, but that Lander Hill should be developed, for 
although the mine did not rest upon such a firm foundation as they shou!d like 
to see it rest, still with good management there seemed reason to hope for a re- 
turn or interest on the capital. The great point was management—the com- 
mittee had asked the directors to stop all operations except the driving of tho 
550 ft. level north-west, to which effect a telegram had beea forwarded to Capt, 
Brown, Heregarded the present time as an important crisis in the history of the 
company, but he believed by adopting the report and changing the management, 
the shareholders would before long receive some return for their in¥estment. 

Mr, ALLINGTON thought it right to state that Capt. Brown had been for 10 years 
connected witn Californian mines. 

Mr. BENNETT seconded the motion for the adoption of the report of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. W. Cope said he had just returned from Nevada and the White Pine dis- 
trict, and had visited Lander Hill. He was about a week in the district, and 
being the owner of mining property he had paid some attertion to mining mat- 
ters. The Lauder Hill Mine, in his opinion, was well worth the price paid for 
it, but he thought it had been most grossly mismanaged.

In the winze sinking 
under the 24, on the north lode, the lode consists principally of quartz and gos- 
san, and near the south'wall the gossan contains carbonate of copper, with'indi- 
cations of further improvements.

REMARKS.—The last week has been in some degree more eventful 
than its predecessors, our markets having exhibited greater anima- 
tion than for some time past. A speculative feeling has manifested 
itself, and large contracts entered into in certain descriptions of 
metals at advancing prices, Indeed, early in the week there were 
not wanting indications of a rapid, and yet steady, improvement, 
the growth of which, however, has been suddenly checked upon the 
publication of the supposed termsof peace. Up todate those terms 
have not been officially acknowledged, but neither, on the other hand, 
have they been officially contradicted. The prolongation of hosti- 
lities will necessitate the supply of warlike material, and the expen- 
diture of metals will, doubtless, be very large, but nothing like an 
equivalent of what would would be the case in the event of peace. 
An abnormal consumption has now been going on on a large scale 
for many months without any corresponding supply, and the longer 
this state of things continues the more marked must be the reaction 
when it does come. Not only have the works on the Continent been 
brought to a standstill, but the trade generally has been contracted 
within the narrowest limits, owing to the doubts which the events 
daily occurring have thrown upon the prospects of the future. 

CoprER.—The opinion of the smelters must necessarily carry some 
weight with it, inasmuch as their experience is not small, and their 
information the best that can be obtained. What that opinion is 
may be gathered from the fact that during the last week they have 
been free purchasers of copper produce (ores and regulus) at ad- 
vancing prices. It is but reasonable to argue that these purchases 
have been made in the expectation of higher prices being realised. 
We not only have the authority of those thoroughly conversant with 
the trade as an indication of the course the market is likely to take, 
but from the statistics which have been published we can but arrive 
at one conclusion—that whether peace or war be determined upon 
the copper market will advance. Already signs of renewed activity 
are not wanting—a large business has transpired, Last year’s ship- 
ments from Chili, as has been already notified, were about 7000 tons 
short of the previous year, and these short shipments continuing a 
further reduction has taken place, which results in a deficiency up 
to date of between 8000 and 9000 tons. The recent advices from 
Valparaiso announce charters to Dec. 14 amounting to 950 tons, 
against a similar period in 1869 of 1750 tons, and in 1868 of 1900 
tons, Freights from Chili are higher, which will tend to stiffen the 
price, and at the same time to reduce the supplies. Chili bars are 
nominally 65s, 10d. cash, 10s, to 20s. higher according to brand and 
prompts. Spanish cake has realised 70/., and Wallaroo 74/. cash, 
Tough ingot, 73/.; sheets, 742. 

InoN.—The market shows firmness, and ironmasters anticipate that 
better prices may be looked for ; indeed, in a few instances buyers 
have already acceded to the demands made upon them, to the extent 
of 2s, 6d. per tonon Welshiron. In Staffordshire kinds scarcely any 
change, either in demand or price, is reported. Swedish bars con- 
tinue in good request, especially for early delivery, Scotch pigs have ex- 
hibited an improving tendency, but as yet the actual advance is trifling, 
not exceeding 3s. perton, As soonas the spring demand sets in there 
will probably be a rise, as speculators are only waiting for more fa- 
vourable statistics of shipments before operating. The tone of the 
market is steady, mixed numbers closing firm at 51s.6d. cash, f o.b. 
at Glasgow. 

LEAD does not show any particular alteration in its position. <A 
fair enquiry for home trade exists, but exports are limited. 

SPELTER.—The business recently reported has been at slightly en- 
hanced rates. Thestock in London on Jan, 31 was 2628 tons, and the 
principal portion is held for much higher prices than has been quoted 
for some months past. Should communication be immediately opened 
up to Paris there may be a sudden rise, as a large quantity of zinc for 
roofing purposes would, doubtless, be required, 

Trn.—The foreign market has again taken a turn upwards, and 
Straits on the spot has realised 134/. English appears rather weak, 
and sales under list rates are effected. 


Iron TRADE—(Griffiths’ Weekly Report’.—The market remains 
inactive, with no immediate prospect of increased business, It is known that 
specifications of some magnitude are in the hands of merchants here, which, for 
some cause or other remain with buyers; no doubt the uncertainty which sur- 
rounds the momentous problem of peace or war operates prejudicially on the vital 
interests of the trade, and tends to keep those orders off the market. At the first 
blush the capitulation of Paris afforded encouraging hope, but Gambetta’s pro- 
clamation having thrown down the gauntlet, defiant alike to the Germans and 
his Paris colleagues, it is difficult now to perceive what may and will be the un- 
shot of this new complication of affairs. The German demand of 400,000,002, 
is looked upon in the City as impracticable and preposterous. There is more 
business being done in tin- plates, and every probability that the recent advance 
will be malntalued,—Cornhil!, London, Feb. 3.

The MINING SHARE MARKET has not been quite so active this 
week, and in the general dulness that pervades all the stock mar- 
kets prices have not been so well maintained. One of the most 
favourable features for miners, however, is the rise in price and 
the increasing demand for copper. It would appear that a reaction 
has begun in regard to this metal similar to that which took place 
in tina year or two ago, when it began to rise from its lowest point 
of about 402. per ton.

THE EDUCATION OF THE MINING ENGINEER, 


The paper of Prof. YOUNG, read before the Institution of En- 
gincers in Scotland, and referred to in the Wining Journal of Dee. 24 
and following week, has at least had the good effect of bringing for- 
ward the views of men practically acquainted with the subject. 
When mere theorists, although they may occupy a high academical 
position, are bold enough to make a charge of ignorance against men 
of practical experience in their respective callings—men who have 
advanced our national industries to their present important position, 
and are equally capable without the assistance of the learned (?) to 
advance them much farther, they must expect to meet with opposi- 
tion from all who recognise the great value of practice. It is quite 
true, as Mr, DAVID CowAN states, that regarding the charge of ignor- 
ance it is too broad and vague to admit of a precise or specific answer. 
Prof, YOUNG is of opinion that “he who merits the title should bea 
geologist and mineralogistas well as a civil engineer,” and Mr, COWAN 
does not object to the dictum if it be meant that the engineer should 
be familiar with the strata and minerals in which his practice lies, 
but if it be meant that he should know all the strata and minerals 
in the whole crust of the earth then, says Mr. CowAN, he should be 
nothing else but a speculative geologist, and would be quite useless 
as a mining engineer, There can be no question that Mr. CoOwWAN 
takes the true business view of the matter—a view which if it were 
more general would have altogether have prevented the unnecessary 
cry for increased facilities for technical instruction—when he states 
that the real duty of a mining engineer is not to know how or why 
the minerals he desires to get were placed in their position in the 
earth’s crust, but how to remove them therefrom with the least waste 
and at the least possible expense. 

The variety of kinds of engineering work, he continues, makes an 
equal variety inthedescriptions of engineers, Constructive engineer- 
ing requires and admits of a variety of engineers, each following 
some special branch ; and mine engineering does the same, The 
majority of mining engineers in Scotland are entirely engaged in 
the coal measures, or carboniferous system, and seldom pretend to 
know anything of the strata much above or much below these mea- 
sures. Another set of mining engineers—as in Cornwall—in the 
metalliferous deposits, Another set are chiefly engaged—as in North 
Wales—in the Silurian and lower strata getting slate, &c. These 
various classes of mining engineers have presumably a knowledge of 
the strata in which they practise. Each of these varieties would 
admit of further division or classification, and still there would be 
sufficient detail in each to occupy the mind of any man. It is quite 
possible to have a general knowledge—like geologists—of the whole 
strata of the earth’s crust ; but one can only have a knowledge of @ 
section of it, and be uscful as a mining engineer, Regarding the 
engineers of the coal measures, most of them are familiar with all 
the seams of coal and ironstone contained therein, and also with the 
rocks and general strata composing that group or system called the 
coal measures. These engineers are all accustomed to survey and 
map the limits of the coal fields, or deposits of coal, throughout the 
country, During the last 30 years they have been largely employed 
in this kind of work for railway purposes, For every proposed new 
railway it is important to know the amount of traffic that is likely 








to be got from minerals ; and hosts of mining engineers are engaged 
—both by the promoting and opposing parties—to determine the ex- 
tent of mineral traflic. In this way the extent and limits of every 
coal field in the kingdom have been ascertained by mining engineers. 
Geologists as such are seldom or never called or consulted insuch work, 

A mining engineer of the coal measures is familiar with all the 
seams of mineral usually found therein; hecan trace them over any 
extent of country, and can make a reliable estimate of their extent, 
quality, and value. He is more familiar with faults and more con- 
versant with character and condition of the strata than anyone else 
can be, as in the workings under his charge he encounters the diffi- 
culties of every day, and the mapping and sectioning of these work- 
ings keep them always before his eyes. He must thoroughly under- 
stand the effect of faults, and his advice regarding them must be 
vastly superior to that of any mere abstract or theoretical geologist. 
Stratigraphical knowledge to this extent is sufficient for his purpose, 
and the working of the minerals effectually and economically con- 
cern him more than their geological location ; and,as Mr. COWAN very 
truly says, he who can by superior modes and appliances reduce the 
cost of coal, or bring into the market that which would otherwise be 
unavailable, is as much a benefacter to his country as he who makes 
an additional blade of grass to grow, But upon the whole he does 
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ine engineering is more dependent on the teaching of 
poste He “a otha branch of engineering. He agrees that scien- 
tific knowledge is of first importance to all classes of engineers, 
although not more so to mining than to others, and this is the view 
very generally entertained upon the subject. s ' 
The view taken by Mr, SIMPSON is that anyone who aspires to the 
position of mining engineer, or of appending that professional de- 
signation to his name, should only be allowed to do so on the approval 
of a competent tribunal who have tested his qualifications as to fit- 
ness for the profession, so that to some extent he agrees with F rof, 
YounaG; but he remarks that long before Mr. HULL’s great geologi- 
cal scientific display referred to by the paper they were thoroughly 
aware of the next step to take when a seam of coal is either cut off 


by a slip, dyke, nip, or other trouble—the merest pit-boy can tell) 


from the angle of a slip whether the seam is to be found up or down, 
if at all, and at once proceeds to identify the strata on the other side 
of the veze. He considers Mr. HULL must have been a very lucky 
Dousterswivel on the occasion referred to, and the learned professor 
is quite right in questioning if all the mining engineers and mana- 
gers together would do as much there, Prof, YouNG admits that 
there are many men of superior ability and large experience who are 
admirably successful in the majority of their operations, and in this, 
as Mr, JAMES LYALL remarks, he is simply just, and said what is 
right respecting all other professions as well as that he has brought 
under consideration, That such a condition must always be so with 
the engineer is obvious, seeing that progress is dependent upon his 
acquaintance with nature and his aptitude to turn his acquired know- 
ledge into a form of usefulness to himself or fellows, To master this 
requires a constant application, and generally for success a great en- 
durance, without which no engineer does much, and which no educa- 
tion can impart unless it is assisted by a decided preference for the 
calling. In support of this view Mr, LYALL fancied there were few

be with themselves, who were possessed of every advantage educa- 
tion, and in some cases ability, could afford, and yet others less fortu- 
nate in the possession at least of education have passed on to higher 
positions than their more promising neighbors, because the latter 
made their calling or occupation their business, while the others may 
have been drawn aside by some preponderating influence, even of 
refinement, by which their success as engineers has been less marked. 

But perhaps the most complete answer to those who would close 
the profession so as to include those only possessing a high standard 
of academical knowledge is that contained in a single observation 
of Mr. LYALL’s, Whatever dignity engineers wish to have let it, he 
says, be based on their usefulness to society. Eugineering has always 
had noble specimens who would have been kept out, and much good 
now done been delayed or left undone, had men banded themselves 
together and laced.themselves to a prescribed limit, The Professor’s 
fear of the result of allowing unqualified persons to carry out works 
is met by Mr. LYALL by an observation, the truth of which few will 
be disposed to deny. Heassures him that capitalists and others are 
not generally guilty of placing their means in the hands of any man, 
and more especially a young man, without knowing a good deal of 
what he can do or has done; unless, fndeed, where some of those by 
wealth or influence rule others into employing a friend or relation. 
That all men are the better for education is admitted, but that a high 
educational standard should be imposed as a condition for entering 
the engineering profession appears from the preponderance of opinion 
to be undesirable, 








HOUSES FOR COLLIERS AND WORKMEN, 


It isso repugnant to the feelings of an Englishman to be compelled 
to dwell with several families in one house that every endeavour to 
provide cottageaccommodation for workmen, who have naturally but 
a limited amount to dispose of for rent, should receive the utmost 
possible encouragement; more especially as, from the smaller amount 
of profit attending the construction of cheap houses, there is less in- 
ducement for architects and builders to give their attention to that 
class of dwelling. To meet the wants of workmen in general, and 
particularly those employed in connection with colliery operations, 
whether in the capacity of collier, underviewer, overman, deputy, or 
clerk, Mr, Joun P, HARPER, M.E., of Derby, has prepared an admir- 
able series of plans of colliery houses and semi-detached cottages, 
which can be so cheaply erected as to permit of their being let at a 
merely nominal rental, although affording all the comfort and con- 
venience that need be desired. 

The hollow brick wall is that which Mr, HARPER advocates, and 
as by this means one-third of the bricks otherwise necessary are 
saved, the advantage to colliery proprietors who have to build large 
numbers of houses will beobvious, The hollow walls, moreover, are 
quite as substantial and durable as solid walls of equal thickness. 
As in this system of building there is always an air jacket between 
the inner and outer portions of the walls, the damp cannot enter 
the rooms, so that the houses are rendered drier, warmer in winter, 
and cooler in summer, The advantage of the hollow wall system 
may be judged of from the fact that some of the houses built in dry 
weather upon that system by Mr. HARPER have been inhabited be- 
fore quite completed without injury to the occupants, As the design 
of the houses and the amount of accommodation given must, of 
course, be dependent upon the amount of money that can be ex- 
pended upon them, he has prepared several sets of plans to meet the 
various requirements, care being taken in all cases to give a mode- 
rate sized living room, and ample bed room accommodation. 

In the plan which seems to have secured the greatest amount of 
approbation, for Mr, HARPER has built a considerable number of 
houses upon it, and the miners have always expressed themselves 
highly satisfied with the arrangements and accommodation afforded, 
he has given an excellent living room or kitchen 15 ft. by 14 ft. 2 in., 
with a small space (about 8 ft. by 3 ft.) taken out at one corner for 
stairs and cupboard ; a parlour 11 ft. by 9 ft.; and a good cellar- 
pantry 9 ft. by 3 ft. 7in. ; whilst on the upper floor are three mode- 
rate sized bedrooms—one with a good fire-place in it. The privies, 
ash-pits, and coal stores are at a distance from the houses, so that 
their healthfulness is ensured. When built in blocksof not lessthan 
twelve these houses can be erected at the rate of 78/. each (exclusive 
of drains), and a small scullery or wash-house can be added at very 
little extra cost. The design appears very good, and is calculated to 
give good and eflicient ventilation in every room. Building prices, 
both for labour and material, of course vary in different localities, 
and in some places Mr. HARPER has built them for considerably less. 
The design for blocks of double houses, giving living-room, pantry, 
and three bed-rooms, which can be built at the rate of 67/7. each, in 
blocks of twenty-four or upwards, is not recommended by Mr, Har- 
PER, as the ventilation is necessarily somewhat deficient—houses 
without outlets behind are, moreover, at all times objectionable, and 
the difference of scarcely 102. per house is not nearly equivalent to 
the greatly diminished accommodation, 

The plan for comfortable and roomy cottages for clerks, deputies, 
and foremen appearsexcellent, These are really handsome little semi- 
detached cottages, each house having an entrance porch, parlour, 
living room or kitchen, scullery, cellar, and three good bed-rooms ; 
yet Mr, HARPER estimates that, when built with 9-in. hollow brick- 
walls, and the interior well finished, they can be erected at 2852, per 
pair, Taking the designs as a whole, there is no doubt that Mr. 
HARPER has displayed considerable ingenuity in producing them, 
and that they are well worthy the attention of all who desire to at- 
tach their workmen to their works, by securing them comfortable and 
attractive dwellings, 








UTILISATION OF SMALL COAL.—The necessity for economising fuel 
appears to be forcing itself upon the attention of our engineers. The 
results already obtained are remarkable. Mr. Siemens proposed, a 
few years since, to convert all the coal into gas and vapour—to com. 
bine this mixture with equivalents of atmospheric air in the com- 
bustion chamber. The heat obtained by this was enormous, and as 
the arrangement included a regenerative system, but little of this 
heat was wasted. A large number of those gas-furnaces are now in 
Active operation in this country for melting steel, puddling iron, for 
glass-making, &c., and the saving of fuel is variously stated to be 
from 20 to nearly 50 per cent. Millions of tons of small coal are 
Wasted annually in and at our collieries, Forsometime Mr, Crampton 


has had a furnace in action at Woolwich, and another at the Bow- 
ling Ironworks, in Yorkshire, in which powdered coal only is used. 
This powdered coal is blown into the furnace, with exactly the quan- 
tity of air which is required to effect the complete combustion of the 
coal, The effect is surprising—a mass of tlame of the highest tem- 
perature fills the furnace, and does its work, and no smoke whatever 
is seen to issue from the chimney. Thus, the utilisation of all the 
small coal is promised, great economy is expected, and the absence 
of smoke is fully secured. 


THE DESILVERING OF LEAD.—The system of Mr, FLAcH for de- 
silvering lead, for which a patent was obtained for the United King- 
dom, has now been in operation at the Par Smelting Works, at Par, 
in Cornwall, for about two years, also at the works of Messrs. LOCKE, 
BLACKETT, and Co., Newcastle, for upwards of twelve months, In 
the former works Mr, PATTINSON’S system has been wholly discon- 
tinued, and the proprietors are quite satisfied with the advantages of 
Mr. FLAcH’s patent over Mr, PATTINSON’S method. We believe 
we may say that Messrs. LOCKE, BLACKETT, and Co, are also satis- 
fied with the results of their experience so far, and that they are ex- 
tending their operations by Mr, FLACH’s patent. We understand 
facilities are afforded to lead refiners who desire to see Mr, FLACH’S 
desilvering process in operation at the Par Works, 

CONTRIBUTORIES IN MINING COMPANIES,—An important decision 
has been giver. by the Lords Justices in connection with the winding- 
up of the Great Wheal Busy Mining Company. The Vice-Warden 
of the Stannaries placed the name of Mr, Edward King upon the list 
of contributories in respect of 140 shares, which were purchased by 
him, but registered in the name of a pauper, Mr, King standing in 
the position of trustee. The Lords Justices reversed the decision, on 
the ground that the Great Wheal Busy Articles of Association did 
not prohibit the admission of paupers as members ; so that if a person 


nominee, whom the company were bound to accept, he himself did 
not become a shareholder, and could not be dee med as having com- 
mitted fraud upon thecompany. No fraud had been made out, and, 
even if it had, Lord Justice Mellish did not see how a trustee could 
be made a contributory, 


CoAL IN New ZEALAND.—New Zealand seems to be rich in coal } 
almost every mail brings tidings of black diamonds having been dis- 
covered upon her soil, The last advices received from the province 
of Auckland reported that an extensive deposit had been found in 
the bed of a small creek on the west side of the Surrey Redoubt, in 
a direct north-west line with Porter’s Creek, immediately facing 
Grahamstown, Capt. Higgins, a gentleman of experience, has mi- 
nutely examined the seam, and pronounces it to be of great value, 
and admirably adapted for steam purposes. The coal is found on 
the property of his Honour the Superintendent, and is about eight 
miles from the coast; the country is very level, and well adapted for 
the laying of atramway. The Superintendent of the province offers 
favourable terms to all who are prepared to work the deposit, The 
discovery has created considerable interest in the proviuce, in which 
the consumption of coal is largely increasing. 








MINING ENTERPRISE IN NEW Mexico —The Burro mines, which 
were incidentally referred to in the article on the “ Treasures of New 
Mexico,” published in the Supplement to last week’s Mining Journal, 
will, it is probable, be shortly introduced to the notice of British 
capitalists, and as the contract for purchase will be direct between 
the owners and thecompany, instead of through a Californian middle- 
man as usual, it is confidently anticipated that the realisable profits 
will be proportionately larger. The discoveries of rich and extensive 
silver-bearing ores in the Burro Mountains have been of a recent 
date, and they have been so far removed from the sources of supplies 
of capital, machinery, and the facilities of travel, that comparatively 
little has been done, but as they are situated in the thirty-second 
parallel of lattitude, on the proposed route of the Texas Pacific 
Railroad, and can now be reached by a good wagon road from 
Mesilla or Santa Barbara (old Fort Thorne), on the Del Norte river, 
about 140 miles distant to the west. The road from Messilla is that 
travelled by the old Butterfield overland stage route. Samples of 
the ores assayed by Messrs, Riehn, Hemme, and Co,, of San Fran- 
cisco, give results as high as 97'2 ozs. of silver to the ton, the ave- 
rage of five assays being 35 ozs, of silver to the ton of ore. These 
were unpicked samples, assayed as taken from the lode, A selected 
sample from the J. Thompson ledge, assayed by Mr. Leopold Kuh, 
gave 581°4 ozs, of silver, worth 1522, to the ton, and another 
sample from the Argyle ledge gave, according to the same assayer, 
2004°46 ozs. of silver, worth 5221, to the ton of ore. Immediately 
in the region of the lodes water and fuel are not very abundant, but 
the Gila river, which, according to Mr. McCormick, the Governor of 
the territory, is only about 24 miles distant, affords an abundance of 
water for all purposes of mining, water power included, and a bill is 
in Congress for connecting the Burro mines with the river by a rail- 
road, which could be very cheaply made. Mills for the reduction of 
the ores will be built during the present season, and some of the 
most experienced miners from California and Nevada are being en- 
gaged in developing some of the lodes, and express themselves highly 
satisfied and astounded at their extent and the richness of the ores, 





THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF SHROPSHIRE, 


The result of the proceedings before the Vice-Chancellor respect- 
ing the OLD PARK CoMPANY (Limited) and the proprietors of the 
property justifies the remarks our correspondent made in his report 
in the Journal at the onset—that the steps taken against the com- 
pany were vexatious and unnecessary; and considerable satisfaction 
has been felt in the district at the settlement come to. As we are 
informed, the Vice-Chancellor, at the last meeting, enquired whether 
anyone was present representing the shareholders of the company, 
when Mr, SPRAGUE stepped forward asa shareholder and manager ; 
his Lordship enquired if he had a statement of the affairs of the 
company, and of what they were ina position to pay. Mr. SPRAGUE 
said he had, and handed ina statement with a proposal to pay 1000/, 
per month, The Vice-Chancellor said the winding-up of a firm in 
such circumstances was out of the question, and he did not see either 
why they should be required to pay even asmuch as 3000/,; he thought 
20002, quite suflicient in the next three months, 

The fact is, the former manager of the company, now the agent of 
the owner of the royalties, sunk upwards of 100,000, of capital 
under a very loose system. Mr, PLUM and Mr, SPRAGUE, it is true, 
have also expended a large sum—perhaps 10,000/,—but it has been 
with the view of putting the works, which are very old ones, on a 
level with modern requirements; and these were within a few weeks 
of completion when proceedings were taken, and the Sheriff's officers 
pounced upon them. 

There is every reason to believe that the company, under the pre- 
sent management, will weather the storm, and that had it not been 
for this drawback they would have done so much sooner. 

Amongst the improvements may be mentioned the making of some 
two miles of railroad; the use of BLAKe’s stone-breakers, for break- 
ing limestone, &c.; the erection of two kilns, 46 ft. high, for calcin- 
ing ironstone; and of an entirely new blast-furnace, standing upon 
twelve cast-iron standards, diameter of the hearth 6 ft. 6in., of bosh 
14 ft. 9in., height 60 ft., and is blown in by six equi-distant tuyeres, 
The hearth is formed especially upon LURMANN’S principle, and, of 
course, the gas is utilised. 

THE FRENCH Works,—These unfortunate works have again 
changed hands, without, as we are aware, any immediate prospect 
of active operations being resumed. ‘he purchase by Mr, SPITTaL 
was by hap-hazard bid, at a public auction, of 80007. No one bid 
above him; and they have been now sold for something like 65001, 
to a gentleman living at Bangor. 

Some difficulties have arisen respecting the railway company and 
the shareholders of the late Langley Field Company, respecting a 
qnantity of pig-iron which lay for many years at the Madeley Court 
Station, and which the railway company ultimately sold to Mr, Noau 
WILKES, 

We have very little to report respecting current trade. At the 
Horsehay Works they have just completed the machinery, which was 





broken down before Christmas in the forge, in consequence of a tooth 


of the pinion giving way, and smashing to fragments the crown wheel 
of the large engine, The impression among some here was that the 
severe frost had something to do with the accident; but the experi- 
ments made by the members of the Manchester Literary and Scien- 
tific Society, on the effects of cold upon the strength of iron, go far 
to show that the popular belief that intense cold causes iron to be- 
come weaker or more brittle than in ordinary higher temperatures, 
is unfounded, ;

7vb.1,—With a limited business doing, our pig-iron market closed 
last week with a little on sale at 51s. 74d. cash. This week the mar- 
ket opened better, on account of the capitulation of Paris, and, in 
the buoyancy of spirits which ensued, a pretty good business was 
done at 51s, 9d. to SIs, 10d. cash, and 52s, to 52s, ld. thirty days, 
closing sellers 51s, 9d. cash, and 52s, a month, buyers a shade less, 
Yesterday prices rather receded, 51s, 7d. having been accepted for 
cash warrants. To-day the market was again easier, and business 
was done at 51s, 6d. cash, and 51s. 9d. a month, for about 8000 tons, 
closing buyers at these prices, however, sellers ld, per ton higher, 
Makers’ iron, No. 1, Coltness and Gartsherrie, 60s.; Calder, 593, 6d.; 
Summerlee, 58s.; Carron, 57s. 6d.; Shotts (at Leith), 563.; Langloan, 
55s.; ditto out of store, 53s. 6d.; Clyde, 553.; Ardver and Glengar- 
nock, 543. 6d. at Ardrossan; all Eglinton, 523. 61. No. 1, g.m.b., 
52s.; No. 3, 51s, 3d. On account of the prices of makers’ iron hav- 
ing been kept up, considerable deliveries were made ex store during 
January. Owing tothe continued severity of the weather, the ship- 
ments of pig-iron keep short of those of last year, the returns from 
the whole of the Scotch ports being only 7655 tons for the week 
ending yesterday, against 9320 tons in the corresponding week of 
1870, In manufactured iron we have to report, nominally, that 
prices are being quoted slightly better, and, on account of the cons 
tinuance of the strike, what Scotch masters are unable to supply from 
stock the English masters have agreed to supply at contract prices, 
The only works which have not struck in Scotland are those of Wil- 
liams (Wishaw), Ellis (Coatbridge) Blochairn, partially, and Govan 
(Glasgow). With regard to the latter works, their mill-engine gave 
way on Jan. 24, uader circumstances which caused the trustees to offer 
a reward of L00/. to anyone who would give such information as would 
lead to the conviction of any person implicated in causing the de- 
struction of the Govan Bar Iron Works mill-engine. The reward re- 
mains as yet unclaimed, but parties guilty of such an outrageous 
transaction will hardly escape the fruits of their doings. Extensive 
repairs will have to be made to the engine before it is fit for use, 
but the hands who were employed at it will be kept at somo other 
kind of work on the premises as far as practicable. Following on 
this catastrophe, by a strange fatality, the millmen at Blochairn, 
when going forward with their work on the evening of the 27th ult, 
were startled by the sudden fracturing of one of the moving pinions 
of the driving engine of their plate-mill, the unexpected concussion 
tearing up the ponderous mechanism from its bed, and filling the 
men with alarm, We have not heard that there is any suspicion of 
foul play having been practised at Blochairn, but it is considered 
singular that in the only two milleable works in this neighbourhood 
which had not been wholly struck the mill-engines of both should 
have been rendered useless in the same week, Perhaps some light 
will be thrown on the cause of this mishap ere long. 

With regard to the strike amongst the malleable ironworkers, we 
regret to notice that there is no appearance of any healing influences 
being brought to bear on the subject in dispute. It is reported that 
there are between 11,000 and 12,000 names on the strike-roll, and it 
is said that, although the greater portion have been out of employ- 
ment for four weeks, not one penny of “relief money” has yet been 
distributed amongst them, Destitution is beginning already to make 
its appearance amongst the families of the puddlers, &c., and alto- 
gether the strike looks hopeless indeed for the men. In fact, we are 
betraying no secret when we say that great bodies of the workmen of 
all grades would willingly give in were it not for the fear ot others, 
who are as anxious to begin work as themselves, In the meantime 
the men have again met, and have again resolved to “ resist” the 
proposed reduction ; and they have done this in the face of deficient 
supplies, and the degradation of their wives and families, 

Coals are bringing rather better prices within the last few days on 
account of a temporary deficiency of supplies, the railway company 
being unable to bring forward the output with sufficient celerity to 
market, Nogeneraladvance has taken place, but buyersinu some cases 
chose to pay a slight advance for the sake of securing priority of de- 
livery. During the weck just closed the total shipments amounted 
to 26,248 tons, against 23,542 tons in the same week last year. The 
demand both for home and shipping purposes is very good, and large 
spring orders are expected at good prices, Miners are keeping aloof 
from strikes in the meantime, and are all well engaged, their wages 
averaging 3s. 6d. to 5s, a day. 

Shipbuilding on the Clyde is beginning to show great activity, and 
we are glad to note that several of our builders have work on hand 
sufficient to tax their greatest capacity during the year; others are 
adding to their contracts weekly, so that the future of shipbuilding 
is full of hope. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Feb, 2.—The export Coal Trade continues extremely slack, owing 
to the ports in Northern Europe being closed with ice, and, in con- 
sequence, matters are only dull at many of the steam coal collieries, 
and stocks are, of course, accumulating at some of the works, The 
coasting trade, however, is very brisk, and there is a demand for 
House and Manufacturing Coal; and for coke the demand continues 
extremely good, both for home consumptionand for shipment, The 
long winter, with intense frost, is being most seriously felt by many 
classes of workmen in the district, and a change of weather is anxi- 
ously looked for, and this, with the termination of the war, which 
is now considered an accomplished fact, is expected to give a great 
impetus to all the staple trades of the district. 

‘The unfortunate accidents at Wheatley Hi!l and Seaham Collieries 
have, as might be expected, produced a profound sensation throughout 
the district. The sudden rush of water into the workings at Wheatley 
Hill, and the remarkable escape of the fourteen men and boys in the 
first instance, was sufficiently startling, but no hope was entertained 
that any of the men left in the pit could possibly be saved. Ulti- 
mately, however, two of them were saved, and the account given by 
one of their imprisonment for a period of 55 hours, and their almost 
miraculous deliverance by the Thorntey men, discloses one of the most 
touching and tragic scenes to be found in the annals of coal mining, 
Nothing like it has been experienced here since the loss of the men 
at the Hartley pit, but it most resembles the awful case of inunda- 
tion already noticed in the Journal, which took place at the Heaton 
Colliery, in the year1815, The case at Seaham was also very remark- 
able. It appears, from the position in which the man Candlish was 
found, that he had never been able to leave the spot in which he was 
overwhelmed by the roaring flood, for he still held in his hand the 
“token,” or ticket, which he was about, as usual, to put on the tub 
he was on the point of filling with coal, never to be accomplished ; 
and his other hand and arm was tightly clasped round a prop, evi- 
dently to prevent his being carried away by the relentless torrent, 
aud here he was evidently drowned—the water continuing to accu- 
mulate. Both these occurrences have brought out in a strong light 
the heroism and determination of the British pitmen, and many of 
these men deserve something more than passing commendation— 
3rown, the deputy, who rushed back from the bottom of the Wheatley 
Hill pit, and saved two men, Smith and Regan, from the jaws of death, 
The intrepid man Smith, who encouraged his companions to keep 
awake, still hoping that their lives would be saved, and yet was over- 
come himself with sleep, and when he again awoke found two of his 
companions dead, and the third, and only one yet alive, temporarily 
insane, and the deputy at Thornley Main, who rushed into the water, 
though there was only 6 in. of space at the top of the seam, and 
dragged Smith and Regan out, surely all these men have proved 
themselves real heroes under the most trying circumstances, and de- 
serve a medal, or some particular notice, in order to commemorate 
their deeds. As might be expected, the men at Thornley have been 





much excited, and refused to return to work until Monday, when an 
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arrangement was arrived at. The men appear to be inclined to 
throw blame on some of the subordinate officials, and various rumours 
are afloat, but all this ought properly to be left to be decided at the 
inquest, which will be held shortly, and a most searching and satis- 
factory investigation is certain to be made. ; 

The dilatory conduct of the Government in delaying so long the 
appointment of an Inspector has again been the subject of remark, 
and also the very shabby so-called economy which induced them to 
reduce the silary of the Inspector for South Durham, a district cer- 
tainly of the greatest importance, looking at the immense output of 
coal, and the large number of men employed, with the depth and im- 
portance of the mines situated there. In many respects the district 
is, perhaps, the most important for coal mining in the kingdom, and 
it is, therefore, difficult to understand on what principle it was ar- 
ranged that the Mine Inspector for it should only have a second- 
class stipend,

gress of the wages dispute in Scotland, and of Mr, T. Hughes’s arbi- 
tration in the North of England, is watched with great interest, as 
the course taken there cannot fail to influence the trade here. 

At the Railway Rolling Stock Company meeting, on Tuesday, at 
the offices, Wolverhampton (Mr, J. Perks in the chalr), Mr. J. Underhill, the 
secretary, read the report, which stated that the bustnsss had been carried on 
satisfactorily, although a large amount of capital had been unemployed during 
the half-year, The profit, amounting to GOSSL, 2s. 2d., enabled the directors to 
recommend the declaration of the usual dividend—namely, at the rate of 6 per 
cent. per annum (less Income tax) on the preference shares, and at the rate of 
12 per cent. (free of income tax) on the ordinary shares, The amounts required 
for such dividend was as per list below :—Dividend on ordinary shares, 42001. ;

The produce of South Staffordshire in ironstone you give as 350,000 tons, al- 
though there are 95 furnaces in blast, two-thirds of these making mine iron 
from native produce principally. No doubt the get of ironstone has greatly 
fallen in South Staffordshire of late years, but not to this extent. Looking over 
the list of blast-furnaces, I find upwards of 60 producing best iron, and [ am in- 
clined to think the native ironstone required to supply these furnaces cannot, 
be less than 709,00 tons per annum, particularly since the imports of hematite 
ores Lave fallen off to half the quantity formerly used.—JOUN W. SPARROW. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Fvh, 2.—The Iron and Coal Trades remain without alteration, so 
far as regards Derbyshire. A large tonnage of house coal is being 
forwarded to London, and the opposition between the Great North- 
ern and the Midland Railway Companies is still maintained. It, 
however, does not give so much satisfaction as might be expected, 
for no one can expect for a moment that it can continue for any 
great length of time. The consequence is that trade gets rather un- 
settled inthe absence of those yuurantees for the continuance of the 
existing rate which would admit of entering into contracts for a 
length of time. It Is, therefore, to be hoped that the very important question 
between the two companies and the other proprictors who are Interested will be 
epeedily settled. Railway disputes between rival companies have been amlca- 
bly arranged by means of arbitration, and there is no reason why the present 
one should not be. Such aman as the Marquis of Salisbury would be capable 
of satisfactorily adjusting the existing difference. The subscription on behalf 
of the sufferers by the explosion at Renishaw Park Colliery, at Eckington, has 
already produced a large sum. The owners give £00/., and amongst the sub- 
ecribers are the Duke of Devonshire, one of the largest mineral owners in the 
county. As there is no Union of workmen at the collierics in Derbyshire the 
men at Stavcley and other places are movlag.in the matter in a praiseworthy 
manner, aud such a sam will be raised as to ensure the malntenance of the 
widows and children, 

The heavy branchesof the Sheffield trade are still active, and likely 
to be so for some time, and now that Mr. Secretary Boutwell has admitted on 
the part of the United States Government he acquits our merchants of the 
charge of fraud made against them in invoicing goods sent there, a large in- 
crease in the American trade may now be looked forward to. The armour- 
plate mills continue busy, and, notwithstanding the capitulation of Paris, there 
is every rea-on to belleve that the mauufacture of wariike material will in- 
crease more than otherwise. Rails are still in good demand, as are also ordi- 
ordinary plates. There ts more doing (1 general cutlery, both on home and 
foreign account, with some slight improvement in a few qualities of tools. 
There are some very large orders in haw for Bessemer rails, tyres, and axles, 
and makers are likely to hav. a very love s asonof activity. At the works In 
the neighbourhood of Rotherham trade tits tmproved of late, and several new 
blast-furnaces are in course of construction, The mills are now in full opera- 
tion, With good con racts, Which are i:kely to last for some months.

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Middlesborough, Feb, 2.—The capitulation of Paris, and the arrange- 
ment for an armistice, fills most people with a hope that peace will 
soon be restored on the Continent ; and this news has had the effect 
of creating a more buoyant feeling in the Iron Trade during the past 
two or three days. There was a decidedly better feeling on ‘Change 
at Middlesborough, and a goodly number of enquiries for pig-iron 
were made, Several of those consumers who have lately purchased 
little more iron then they absolutely required have been buyers within the past 
few days, and some rather heavy parcels are reported to have been sold, Quo- 
tations yesterday were very firm, indeed, iron was sold at an improvement upon 
last weck’s rates. Prices may be given as follows :—For No. 1, 503. 6d.; No. 3, 
46s. 6d. to 478.; No. 4, 45s. 6d., net cash at makers’ works, or f.0.b. on the Tees, 
The warrant store stock at Middlesborough is unchanged since last market day, 
when it was 12,039 tons. The Ironmasters’ Association return for January is 
not yet issued, but stocks 1u makers’ hand are expected to be considerably in- 
creased. There ts no expectation that prices will suffer in consequence of the 
increase of stocks, inasmuch as the quantity now in hand is not more thana 
reasonable stock for the district, and besides this consideration, it Is generally 
believed that the spring deliveries will quickly clear off recent accumulations, 

A few enquiries for rails have been made recently, and an order 
or two—though not very large ones—are reported to have been given to Cleve- 
land houses. There ts a little more animation in the rail market Just now, in 
view, doubtless, of spring time, but there is no improvement observable in prices, 
Many manufacturers are very bare for orders, and are fast clearing off those 
now on their books, and are anxiously endeavouring to secure fresh work, other- 
wise their mills will have to go on broken time, For shipbuilders’ iron there is 
a steady demand. ‘The Scotch strike has brought some few orders for plates to 
the North of England, and slightly improved the market for this class of tron. 
Bars are In only dull market. A few fair orders for pipes and castings of dif- 
ferent kinds have lately been given out, but foundry prices are still unchanged, 
and are very low. Engineering houses are in possession of upexecuted orders 
to last them for some considerable time, 

The wages question and its settlement is causing some amount of 
interest this week. Mr. Hughes, M.P.,has commenced his tnvestigation at Dar- 
lington into the state of the trade, to enable him to give his award. 

At the Consett Iron Company (Limited) meeting, held at Neweastle- 
on-Tyne, on Tuesday, It was resolved to pay an interim dividend of 7s, 6d., clear 
of income tax, on the 15th instant. 

tt is understood that the Institute of Mechanical Engineers have 
accepted the invitation of the Cleveland Iastitute of Engineers to hold their an- 
nual mecting at Middlesborough in August next. 





REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Feb, 2.—The latest intelligence in regard to the conditions upon 
which peace is to be established between France and Germany has 
considerably “ damped” the prospects of the Iron Trade. The terms 
are generally looked upon as quite inadmissable, and therefore a 
continuance of complications is again anticipated. But little had 
transpired since last week to cause any manifest change in the posi- 
tion of the trade, but up to a day or two ago there was obviously a 
movement towards Improvement. After the capitulation of Paris becamea 
fact the question whether war would be resumed on the exptration of the armis- 
tice gave rise to much speenlation, the general belief being that the conflict 
had at last reached the end. This was, no doubt, the prineipal cause of the 
slight movement in business which was beginning to take place, It is, therefore, 
much to be regretted that anything should occur to mar the effect which the 
better feeling wasproducing in the tron markets. Very little more animation 
is observable at the works, and it can scarcely now be said that makers are 
sanguine as to future prospects. Business continues quie , and It is much to be 
feared that that cheerful tone which was beginning to characterise the markets 
has collapsed, There is again the same unwillingness to enter Into extensive 
engagements. Makers have, indeed, a very good reason for their indisposition, 
the present obtainable prices being far too low to admit of very large transac- 
tions, espectally as long as there is any prospect of manufacturers being placed 
ina more favonrable position to command hi.her values for their products. 
Cautiousness must still be exerelved on both sides, and both manufacturers and 
merchants are equally anxlous to see the peace of Nurope actually ensured he- 
fore they enter luto engagements beyond the requirements of the time being. 
While so much uncertainty exists it cannot be expected that business will be 
transacted with that freedom which 1s so desirable and necessary to the progress 
of thetrade. The rail-mills are Just a little better employed than they were 
some weeks ago, there being a steadily increasing demand on account of the 
United States, and a few appreciable orders for Canada. + These virtually are 
still the mainstay of operations in the rail branch. In home business there is 
a little improvement, railway tron being more freely encuired for by the home 
railway companics, Bars are also reported in better request, aud a pretty good 
enquiry is kept up for plates for shipbullding purposes. Pigs are in slightly 
better demand, There is very little change to be noticed inthe Tin-Plate Trade. 
The reduetions made in the price of tin are favourable to tin-plate makers, 

It is difficult yet to say whether the armistice agreed upon between 
the French and Germans will lead to improvement or otherwise in 
the Steam Coal Trade, A permanent peace would, undoubtedly, lead 
to better times in the trade, although when war was declared it was 
thought that there would be a large enquiry for steam coal from this 
district, for the use of the Navy, but the expectation was soon dispelled. During 
the last three or four months the purchases on account of France have not been 
one-half of what they were previous to the commencement of hostilities; and 
now that such exiensive damage has been done throughout that country, there 
is little doubt that a brisk demand for coal would be the immediate result of the 
re-establishmentof peace. It is probable also that lower freights would prevail, 
consequent upon German vessels being allowed to carry on thelr trade as usual, 
and tuis would tn some measure tell in favour of the colllery proprietors, ‘The 
demand from the Italian, Turkish, West Indian, and South American markets 
shows no change from last week, theclearances being about thesame, The mail 
packet companies are taking full average quantities. The House Coal Trade is 
tolerably buoyant, the majority of the collieries being fairly employed. With 
such a severe winter it might have been expected that the demand for house qua- 
lities would have been brisker, but the capacity of the collieries is not so exten- 
sive that the demand must be large to cause manifest activity, 








FOREIGN MINES, 


FRONTINO AND BOLIviIA.—The directors have received a remit- 
tance of 56114 ozs. of gold dust, the produce of the month ending Nov. 29. The 
average yleld of gold was !4 oz. to the ton of mineral.
